In British Territory—Gen. Buller 
Has Evidently At Last Begun His 
Planking Movement but the Swollen 
River Has Checked Him In the Exe- 
cution of It—Boers Are In Strong 
Force at Springfield and Potgeiter's 
Drift. 


London, Jan. 12—[Special Cablegram 


'Oen. Buller's reports from Springfield, 
-west of Colenso, under yesterday's date 
is as follows: 


•'I occupied the south bank of the 


Tugela river at Polgieters Drift this 
morning and seized the bridge 
The 


river is flooded. The enemy is strongly 
entrenched four and a half miles to the 
northward." 


General Buller's report confirms the 


rumors in circulation here yesterday 
•tb.pt he was on the move toward 
Pot- 


Keiter's Drift about ten rtiiles west of 
•Colenso, and near the extremity of the 
Bbcr'a right. 
Gen. Buller evidently 


has at last begun the flanking move' 
•ment, but according to his own report 
the swollen river brought him up short 
in the execution of it. The Boers are in 
strong force north of Springfield and 
Potgeitei-'e Drift. 
They have long an- 


ticipated an -attack by the British at 
those points. 


A partial list of the casualties among 


the officers in Saturday's battle at Lady- 
smith was received this morning. 
The 


list of dead is headed by Lieut. Col. 
Dick Conyningham of the Gordon High- 
landers. One major, one captain and 
seven lieutenants were also killed. Six 
majors, seven captains and six lieuten- 
ants were wounded. 


The London Imperial Volunteers re- 


ceived the freedom of the city today. 
The first contingent will soil for South 
Africa tomorrow.

RUSSIA IS GETTING 


VERY AGGRESSIVE 


Peremptory Demand Made By the Czar 


For Chinese.Territory Claimed 


By England. 


Vancouver, B. C., Jan.

Telegramj—The digest of opinions of 
the principal Chinese-Japanese papers 
as received today by the steamer Em- 
press of Japan, thirteen days from Yo- 
kohama, indicate.that Russia is unmis- 
takably revealing its intentions in the 
far east. 


The China Gazette says that, taking 


advantage of England's pressing engage- 
ments in South Africa, the Kuaaian gov. 
ernment through its consul at Hankow, 
has revived its claim to the Jardice- 
Matheson land, making a demand for 
the property in the most peremptory 
fashion. 


The Russian consul claims that the 


question of the disputed ownership of 
the land has been absolutely decided in 
favor of his government, and he baa an- 
nounced his intention to take forcible 
possession of the property 'without fur- 
ther negotiations. 
His actions ar« said 


to have'been extremely high-handed. 


Eolations between the British and 


Russian residents are strained to the 
breaking point.

day. At the same time ex-Secretary 
Bliss promptly denied the stories of a 
secret conference with the president re- 
garding second place on the ticket. Mr. 
Bliss neither expects uor desires the 
nomination. He retired from the cabi- 
net on account of the illness of his wife 
and himself, and has no wish to take up 
the burden again.

that while new names are suggested, 
reference is always made to Governor 
Roosevelt. There has teen a constant 
feeling that while he does not want the 
pluce. has practically refused it in ad- 
vance, and prefers to take his chances 
for first place in 1901, Koosevelt would 
add strength to the ticket politically.

and Strikes Will Be a Thing of the 
Past—The St. Louis Fair—Import- 
ant Labor Convention Session. 
Milwaukee, Wis., Jan. 12—Arbitra- 


tion of labor troubles by joint confer- 
ence committees composed of contract- 
ors and officers of labor unions was in- 
dorsed today by the convention of the 
National Building Trades Council. All 
of the local Building Trades Councils 
affiliated with the National Building 
Trades Council were recommended to 
meet their employers and secure their 
consent to the establishment of perma- 
nent arbitration committees. 


Speaking in regard to the arbitration 


committees Secretary Steinbiss said in 
his report that the entablishment of per- 
manent "joint conference" committees 
formed of equal numbers of contractors 


Washington, Jan. 12—Yesterday af- 


ternoon the republican party for the 
first time showed its purpose in regaVd 
to the Philippine islands.

The resolutions introduced by Mr 


Beveridge and to which he spoke on 
Tuesday, was good enough as far as it 
went, but it amounted only to a general 
declaration of the intention of the Unit- 
ed States to establish a government in 
the islands. 


Senator Spooner proposes, not a dec- 


laration of intention through a resolu 
tion, but a law of congress, and this law 
places in the hands of the President of 
the United States, until the insurrec- 
tion has been suppressed, all authority 
over the islands.

Such authority ib already in the hands 


of the president by virtue "of his consti- 
tutional command of the.army nnd the 
navy, but if the present situation is to 
continue for some time, and the Presi- 
dent is to remain the absolute master of 
the territory.'he naturally desires and 
should have the express authorization of 
congress to that end. 


After such a law shall have been 


passed it will be impossible tor anyone 
to doubt what the policy of the Ameri- 
can government is as to those islands, 
and it will be impossible for anyone to 
say the president is maintaining a con- 
trol which rests on military occupation 
alone. 


Senator Spooner's bill, which was in 


dorsed by most of the Republican lead- 
ers of the senate .as well us by the Presi- 
dent, the Republicans of congress in- 
tend to take up es soon as the financial 
bill shall have been disposed of and 
passed after debate. 


Situation Must lie Studied. 


Their attitude is that at this session 


of congress it is manifestly impossible 
to prepare the scheme of a civil govern- 
ment. The insurrection still continues 
in a fugitive sort of way and till it be 
suppressed the control must necessarily 
be of a military character. The situa- 
tion in the Philippines must be studied 
for a long time before this country is 
ready to go into the details of the gov- 
ernment

All unions will be compelled to use the 
national working card after the adjourn 
ment of the convention. 


The recommendation that a union 


lube! be placed on all buildings was re 
ported unfavorably by the committee on 
the grounds that the adoption of the 
plan was impracticable. A. recommen- 
dation that the Building Trades councils 
of the various cities should compel all 
unions affiliated with them to join their 
national or international organizations 
wns defeated.

In order to prevent the delay of the 


work on the St. Louis World's Fair 
buildings, the convention passed a reso- 
lution pledging the support of the Na- 
tional Building Trades council to the 
support and Rskiag that the contractors 
tor the exposition meet the representa- 
tives of labor organizations and arrange 
wage scales and working hours before 
commencing conntruction. 


The label of the National Brickmak- 


ers' alliance was indorsed by the conven- 
tion, and the local building trades coun- 
cils were recommended to see that brick 
bearing the label was used on all build- 
ings constructed by workingmen be- 
longing to their organizations.

FEARED ALL PERISHED 


IT IS BELIEVED TO BE A LARGE 


PASSENGER LINER. 


Many Persons Lashed to the 


Rigging Have Been Washed 


Overboard. 


The Vessel Is Reported to Be Laying 


With Her Head In the Water and 
Being On Fire Aft—The Disabled 
Boat Lies About Five Miles From 
Shore—Everything Was Being Done 
Todajj to Reach the Steamer—May 
Be Only An Oil Steamer. 


St. Johns,N F., Jan. 12—[Special 


Telegram]—Every effort is beiog made 
today to roach the unknown steamship 
wrecked on the reef in St. Mary's 
Bay. 


It is now feared that all hands have per- 
ished. The night was bitterly cold and 
it is unlikely that any of those lashed1 


to the rigging could have survived. 


Steamer On Fire Aft. 


St. John's N. F., Jan. 12—[Special 


Telegram]—A large steamer believed to 
be a passenger ship whose name cannot 
yet be ascertained, has been wrecked on 
a reef in St. Mary's bay, about five miles 
from the shore. The vessel which lies 
with her head in the water, is on fire 
aft. 


Several 
persons were washed 
off 


the deck during yesterday afternoon. 


Just before nightfall lust night others 


were descried in the rigging. 
It was 


feared that these would perish before 
daybreak. 


St. Mary's Bay lies at. the southern 


extremity of Newfoundland. 
A steamer 


aground on its coast, if it is a passenger 
boat, is likely to be a liner plying be- 
tween Montreal, Quebec, and the Eng- 
lish ports, Since the Scotsman was 
wrecked in the Straits of Belle Isle, to 
the corth of the island, all passenger 
vessels have taken the longer but sup- 
posedly safer southern route. 
The po- 


sition of the stranded ship dues not, 
however, preclude the possibility that it 
is a liner bound to or from an American 
port much out of its course. 
The coast 


is a dangerous one, but it ie near an in- 
habited district and probably is under 
life service patrol. St 
John's is the 


nearest port to the scene of the wreck. 
The wreck of the Scotsman, Dec. 21, 
took place out of the path of vessels, 
and in consequence 
the passengers 


spent four days upon a barren island, 
without shelter and with little food. 
The Scotsman was of the Dominion 
line.

SPORTING COSTUMES. 


French Shootlnir Drenn — The Flat 


Ver«u» .the Divided Skirt. 


In shooting, as in all sports where 


walking plays a prominent part, a use- 
ful and comfortable costume is a ques- 
tion of enormous importance. Elegance 
Is relegated to the second line, says a 
writer in the European edition of the 
New York Herald, iu preface to the 
following: 


Sluce the bicycle lias come into such 


universal use the question of shooting 
costumes has become greatly simpli- 
fied for women who ride in petticoats— 
we need not speak of the rest—and the 
frightful, puffy knickerbockers are no 
more than a memory. 


The short petticoat, plaited all round 


and flat at the waist, which was for- 
merly in vogue, thanks to its special 
"chic," is also abandoned as unueccs- 
uarily heavy and ungainly for the fig- 
ure. There remains the choice between 
the divided skirt and the real fiat skirt. 
The latter, which is more femiuine, 
differs slightly from the ordinary cut. 
It Is very tight round the hips, but has 
nevertheless a seam behind and on 
each side two very narrow stitched 
plaits, like gores, over the hips, giving 
the fullness necessary to admit of free- 
dom In rapid walking. 
In front an 


apron, on the cross, is attached ou 
each side by stitched tabs, with the 
buttons showing. 
The skirt, which 


reaches Just below the knees, Is weight- 
ed slightly round the bottom with a 
false hem of the same material as the 
costume and lined with thick linen 
without stiffening. 


The divided skirt (jupe pantalon) has

Republic** Appeal Held \>J Democrats 


to Be » Call to Arm * 


LouiKvflle, Ky., Jan. 12.—Tlie repub- 


lican party of Kentucky, through its 
chairman, C. M. Barnett, has issued an 
address to the people of the state which 
is regarded as incendiary by demo- 
crats. They say it is a call to arms 
to aid the republicans now holding 
state offices at Frankfort to resist all 
efforts of the democrats 
to 
unseat 


them. The address says a great crisis 
is now on in Kentucky, and unless im- 
mediate action is taken anarchy will 
reign. It also says in spite of the elec- 
tion machinery being in the li&nds of 
unscrupulous politicians, and 
great 


frauds having heen committed at the 
polls,. yet the republicans received a 
fair majority, and now the democrats 
are seeking to take it from them. 


Washington, Jan. 12.—Unless an offi- 


cial request should be received from 
the governor of Kentucky, federal' 
troops will not be sent to the Blue 
Grass state to preserve order. 
The 


president does not desire to Interfere 
in any way in the political situation 
In Kentucky. He believes it is to the 
interest of the state as well as to the 
general 
government that Kentucky 


should be allowed to work out her own 
salvation. Should the legislature take 
action to expel Mr. Taylor from the 
gubernatorial seat, and disorder should 
follow, the president might find it nec- 
essary to recognize Mr. Taylor as the 
lawful authority o^ the state and com- 
ply with his appe?X

auguration of Capt. Leslie M. Shaw to 
be governor of Iowa was attended with 
auspicious circumstances and favorable 
surroundings.

011 who warmed his house by a coal 
ire. 
In the early days of Lord Mayor 


Whittington the burning of coal was 
onsidered so great a public nuisance 
hat it was made a capital offense, and 
one man was actually hanged for in- 
dulging in a coal fire. As a matter ot 
act, this ordinance was never 
re- 


lealed, but 
in "Dick Whittington's" 


hird mayoralty it is evident there was 
i great trade in coal, and the sugges- 
tion has been made that 
coal 
was 


brought to London in boats known as 
the "cats," this was the real origin of 
he story of Dick Whittington and his 
cat. The coal exchange, however, is a 
modern institution. 
It is also one of 


the most important of London's marts. 
Under the shadow of its domed roof 
commercial transactions are daily car- 
ried through of greater value than in 
connection with any other mercantile 
building in the world. Unlike the corn 
exchange in Mark lane, it is not a pri- 
vate concern, but is a city market con- 
ducted on the same principles as the 
other markets opened by the city cor- 
poration. Opened with much ceremony- 
in October, 1849, by the prince consort, 
the present building is just about to 
celebrate Its jubilee. But the market 
itself is older than the building. Up 
to 1807 it was in the hands of private 
individuals, but in that year it was 
purchased by the corporation for £25,- 
GOO.—London Times.

Nevin 
submitted a report 


showing that he has now on hand 40.- 
000,000, or ICO bushels of lake trout 
eggs. These are being hatched and 
will be distributed among the Streams 
and lakes of the state as soon as the 
h'sh are largo enough to look out for 
themselves. All the hatcheries were re- 
ported in good coo'dition. 


The disbursements during the year 


were $25,412 61 Receipts 826,000 from

TELLS HIS TROUBLE 


HAS BEEN EXTENSIVE TRAV- 


ELER FOR MANY YEARS, 


Testified In the Municipal Court thii 


Morning In the Case Against the 
Advent Christian Church—Tells a 
Straightforward Story—Has 
Been 


to Africa. 


Rev. William Newton, plaintiff in the 


action for the collection of 8100 
salary 


against the congregation of the Advent 
Christian church of the town of Mag- 
nolia, took the witness stand in the cir- 
cuit court of Rock county this morning 
and in a straightforward way told oE his 
troubles. 


Fifty members of his1 songregation 


were on hand to listen to the parson tell 
how he was deprived ot his hard earned 
money. 


The taking of Rev. Newton's testi- 


mony occupied the entire morning. 
Jjgln part Rev. Newton said: 


•'In September, 1899, I was served 


with a notice to vacate the parsonage. 
I then hud a talk with the deacons and 
members of the board of trustees about 
the matter. 
Certain members of my 


congregation notified me to pay no at- 
tention to tho kickers to keep right on 
preaching. 
Then one of the leading 


men of the church came to me. and, 
with tears streaming down his face,s|id: 
"Elder, its too bad." Its too bad." ' I 
am 46 years of age and was born in the 
province of Quebec, Canada. In 1892 
I came to the United States and became 
a citizen. In 
1875 
t was ordained in 


the city ot Montreal, Canada, I studied 
at Oxford, England, one . term. 
From 


the city of Montreal I 
went to Africa 


via London, England, landing on the 
western coast of Africa. 
In Africa I 


remained three years in behalf of the 
Methodist church. Then I returned to 
Canada and then to England. That 
was in 1881. 


The year 1882 found me in Egypt as 


army chaplain. On leaving the army I 
went to the city of Cairo and from there 
to the Suez canal where I sailed for 
England. 
Then I sailed for America, 


arriving in New York at Christmas time 
1888. 
On landing in Naw York I went 


to Canada where I remained until 1890, 
preaching the Methodist gospel. 
Then 


I returned to New York City where for 
two years I did missionary work among 
the poor. 
Then I went to Nashville, 


Tsnn.,to do evangelistic work. In Nash- 
ville I remained six months and on ac 
count of sickness went to Kentucky. 
My wife and I then did 
< mission work 


and I tell you we had to hustle. Then 
we went to Indiana where I preached 
the gospel of the Advent 
Christian 


church at Jeffersonville. 
I then went 


to Henryville where I wan starved out. 
Then in August. 1896. assumed charge 
of the church at Magnolia'." 


When Rev. Newton had finished his 


testimony several other witnesses Jwere 
examined. The case will in all prob- 
ability go to the jury either late this 
afternoon or tomorrow.

Washington, Jan. 12.—A spirited and 


at times sensational debate was pre- 
cipitated in the senate Thursday on the 
Philippine question, tne basis for the 
speech-making being a resolution of 
inquiry offered several days ago by Mr. 
Pettigrew {S. D.), to which substitutes 
were proposed. Mr. JPettigrew attacked 
the administration's policy in the Phil- 
ippines. He declared that a systematic- 
effort was being made to prevent ac- 
curate information from reaching the 
people of the United States, and that it 
was a political scheme to further the 
candidacy of Mr. McKinley for renomi- 
nation and re-election. 


The resolution by Mr. Pettigrew and 


the substitute for it by Mr. .Lodge 
(Mass.) were to obtain from the presi- 
dent, if not incompatible with public 
interests, all information in regard to 
the insurrection in the Philippines. 


Mr. Lodge suggested that both Mr. 


Pettigrew's resolution and his own 
substitute be withdrawn and that the 
resolution ottered by Mr. Hoar, with 
suitable amendments, be adopted as a 
substitute for both. 


To this Mr. Pettigrew. objected. He 


said he wanted the information which 
he was seeking whether the president 
regarded the publication of it as com- 
patible with the public interests or not. 
And he wanted it whether the presi- 
dent desired it should or should not be 
known. 


Mr. Pettigrew declared that the pres- 


ident himself really began the war in 
the Philippines and was responsible for 
it. 
"If," said he, "the administration 


had had a spark of honor in dealing 
with the Filipinos It would have told 
Gen. 
Merritt to lay the whole truth of 


the intentions of the government be- 
fore Aguinaldo and his associates." 


Had this been done. Mr. Pettigrew 


believed that half the trouble might 
have been averted. That we had flred 
the first shot which had precipitated 
hostilities nobody denied. Even after 
the fighting had begun, he said, an ef- 
fort was made by Aguinaldo to secure 
suspension of hostilities, but he had 
been told by Gen. Otis that, now the 
fighting had been begun, it must con- 
tinue to the grim end.

cient iii her pocketbook to supply her 
immediate noeds and who puts her 
surplus cash, diamonds :ind the like 
in a safety pocket, which, if it be 
small, she ties about her neck, .and if 
large, about her waist," says The De- 
niyner in presenting illustrated instruc- 
tions as follows for muking the article 
recommended: 


The outer pocket, nlso the inner one, 


should l>e made of chamois leather or 
snede kid. or of very strong unbleached 
muslin. It can be made of any desired 
size, but a very handy one is cut from 
a strip of cloth or kid 12 inches long 
and r>>o inches wide. This is for the 
outside. The inner pocket requires a 
strip half an inch shorter and half an 
inch narrower. The outer portion is 
folded in three parts, one of which is 
«lightly shorter than the other two and 
forms the buttoned down flap. The 
larger strip is lined, with waterproof or 
oil silk to prevent the perspiration of 
the body from att'ecting the contents of 
the bag. The sides are stitched with 
double silk and a button sewed to the 
ontsicle portion, a corresponding' but- 
tonhole being worked in the flap. The 
edges of the flap are buttonholed with 
silk and the monogram or initials of the 
owner worked on it. On the back of 
the pocket is clearly written or printed 
in indelible ink the foil name and ad- 
dress of the person who wears it. A 
strip of very strong silk belting ia 
stitched along the top of the pocket, 
this having ends long enough to tie 
about the neck or waist. The inside 
pocket is lined with flannel .and has 
three buttons and buttonholes. It is 
slipped inside the first pocket, the turn- 
ed over flap being placed downward, so 
that it is practically iintMJsaible for even 
a small jewel to sift oat. In addition 
to the strings, the pocket should be 
pinned .to the underwear or corsets with 
n safety pin at each top corner, thud 
unking it doubly secure.
